Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1945. 

The  birth  rate  was  less  than  in  1944,  being  10.8  as 
against  19.3  per  1,000. 

The  death  rate  showed  a slight  increase,  being  11.5 
compared  with  10.8  in  1944. 

The  infantile  mortality  figure  was  33.5  per  1,000  live  births 
in  1945,  whereas  in  1944  it  was  47.0;  in  other  words  only  two 
thirds  as  many  children  under  1 year  of  age  died  as  compared 
with  1944. 

4'he  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age 
was  13,  and  of  these  congenital  defects  accounted  for  6 deaths, 
pneumonia  4,  prematurity  2 and  birth  injuries  1. 

• There  were  24  notifications  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  as 
against  19  in  1944;  11  females  and  13  males,  and  10  notifica- 
tions of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  compared  with  7 in  1944. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  was  23 
compared  with  11  in  1944,  and  7 deaths  occurred  from  the 
non-respiratory  type  of  the  disease  as  against  2 in  the  previous 
year. 

The  incidence  of  diphtheria  during  1945  showed  a decrease 
on  1944,  the  respective  figures  being  35  and  115;  1 death 
resulted  from  this  disease. 

The  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases  notified  was  slightly 
more  than  in  1944. — 32  as  against  27. 

The  housing  problem  still  remains  very  acute.  At  the  end 
of  1945  approximately  600  dwellings  out  of  a total  of  6,800 
were  overcrowded.  In  these  600  dwellings  are  something  over 
3,500  of  the  population. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  grateful 
appreciation  for  the  assistance  I have  received  from  the  Chair- 
man and  Members  of  the  Council,  and  also  from  the  Staff  of 
the  Health  Department  and  the  Matron  and  Staff  of  the  Hospital.

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SECTION  B 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

Laoorafory  Facilities. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  laboratory  arrange- 
ments during  the  past  year.  Bacteriological  examinations 
are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  King’s 
College,  Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  in  accordance  with 
arrangements  made  between  the  County  Council  and 
Durham  University. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Heworth  and  District  Nursing  Association  are  a 
local  voluntary  body,  who  provide  the  services  of  two  nurses 
for  home  nursing  duties.  These  nurses  work  under  the  direc- 
tion of  general  practitioners  of  the  area. 

Hospitals:  Public  and  Voluntary. 

There  is  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases 
at  Windy  Nook,  Felling,  which  is  maintained  by  this  Local 
Authority.  It  consists  of  4 large  wards  and  a small  observa- 
tion ward,  each  with  its  own  lavatory  and  bathroom.  Total 
accommodation,  28  beds  and  6 cots.

San s ary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1.  (i)  Water  Supply. 

With  the  exception  of  a caravan  dwelling  situated  in  a 
small  disused  quarry  near  the  South  West  corner  of  the  Area, 
a Smallholder’s  cottage — known  as  Battery  Cottage — situ- 
ated near  the  Fell  Dykes,  Windy  Nook, and  a Railway  Signal- 
man’s cottage  near  to  Follonsby  Colliery,  the  Urban  District 
is  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains  of  the  Newcastle  and 
Gateshead  Water  Company. 

The  occupiers  of  the  caravan  obtain  their  water  from  a 
spring  in  the  quarry. 

The  Smallholder  obtains  a supply  of  water  from  a pond 
in  a disused  quarry.  A piggery  is  adjacent  to  the  pond.  The 
Public  Analyst’s  Report  upon  the  chemical  analysis  of  a sample 
of  water  taken  from  the  pond  is  as  follows: — 

Chemical  Analysis  of  this  sample  of  water  does  not 
give  definite  indications,  of  pollution  by  sewage  or 
drainage  from  the  piggery,  although  the  nitrate  content 
is  somewhat  high,  pointing  to  the  possibility  of  past 
contamination. 

Microscopical  examination  shows  the  presence  of 
very  large  numbers  of  different  types  of  living 
organisms. 

The  water,  therefore,  should  be  filtered  before  drink- 
ing and  the  possibility  of  contamination  of  the  pond 
borne  in  mind. 

The  Signalman’s  Cottage  is  supplied  daily  with  fresh  water 
in  cans,  delivered  by  the  Railway  Company. 

(ii)  Drainage. 

No  important  development  has  taken  place  during  the  year. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  River  Tyne  is  our  only  large  waterway  and  serves  as  a 
common  sewer  for  the  many  townships  along  its  banks.  The 
other  stream  running  through  this  district  is  known  as  the 

River  Don. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  approximately  6,480  water-closets,  120  ash- 
closets,  and  2 ash-middens  in  Felling.  The  number  of  ash- 
closets  will  decrease  as  further  clearance  of  unfit  property  takes 
place.  The  ash-closets  are  situated  in  remote  parts  of  the  district 
where  no  sewers  are  available1. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse,  Street  Sweeping,  and 
Collection  of  Salvage  is  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  three 
motor  vehicles:  Fordson,  7 cubic  yards;  Commer,  9 cubic  yards; 
Karrier  Bantam,  7 cubic  yards.  These  vehicles  collect  the 
house  and  trade  refuse  from  approximately  6,700  premises. 
Each  vehicle  is  manned  by  4 loaders.  The  longest  haul  is 
approximately  2 miles.  The  tip  is  situated  centrally  in  the  North 
side  of  the  area  near  to  the  River  Tyne.  Controlled  Tipping 
is  100  per  cent.  Collection  of  house  refuse  is  done  once 
weekly;  where  a twice  weekly  collection  is  necessary — an 
additional  ash-bin  is  supplied  free  of  charge  to  the  premises. 
Except  during  severe  wintry  storm  conditions — when  the 
refuse  lorries  were  fitted  with  snow  ploughs  and  used  for  snow 
clearance — a once  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  main- 
tained throughout  the  year.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  twice 
weekly. 


GULLY  EMPTYING. 

A mechanical  gulley  emptier  convertible  to  refuse  lorry  is 
in  service.  8,528  gully  cleansings  were  done  during  the  year — 
the  time  spent  on  each  gully  being  approximately  8 minutes. 


SALVAGE. 


Collection  of  salvage  materials  and  refuse  is  done  simultan- 
eously, a trailer  being  attached  to  each  refuse  lorry.  The 
amount  of  salvage  collected  during  the  year  showed  a decrease

None 
are  in  use  as  all  animals  are  slaughtered  at  the  Government 
centralised  slaughter-house  in  Newcastle.  One  slaughter-house 
is  used  as  a food  receiving  and  distribution  depot.  These 
premises  were  regularly  inspected  during  the  year.  Forty-six 
visits  to  food-preparing  premises  were  made  during  the  year. 
Twenty-one  informal  notices  were  served  on  the  occupiers 
requiring  them  to  limewash  and  cleanse  the  premises.  All 
notices  were  complied  with.  Butchers’  shops  are  regularly 
inspected. 

Food  Condemned, 

The  following  foodstuffs  were  examined  and  found  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption  ; a quantity  of  the  food  con- 
demned, was  used  for  animal  feeding  ; or  returned  to  the 
wholesaler  for  reconditioning  for  manufacturing  purposes,  the 
remainder  was  destroyed.  The  following  is  a list  of  the  food-
